General  Information 

The  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  is  a  free  public 
school  operated  for  the  benefit  of  those  children  who  are 
handicapped  by  loss  of  hearing.  The  children  are  admitted 
to  the  school  under  the  provisions  of  State  Law. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  School  to  attain  the  following  ob- 
jectives: 

1.  Tj  seek  in  every  way  to  help  each  deaf  child  become  a  well- 
rounded  individual  who  fits  into  American  community  life; 
a  person  alert  to  life  about  him,  informed  about  local,  na- 
tional and  world  affairs,  capable  of  independent  thinking  and 
action  with  regard  to  these,  socially  adjusted  in  home  and 
community,  reverent  toward  those  things  held  sacred  by  vis 
as  a  people,  and  loyal  to  State  and  Nation. 

2.  To  so  ea.uip  each  child  vocationally  that  he  or  she  may  be 
economically  a  self-sustaining  Derson;  to  develop  as  far  as  pos- 
sible those  skills  which  will  enable  the  individual  to  secure  and 
hold  the  best  possible  job  commensurate  with  his  abilities. 

3.  To  develop  in  each  child,  as  far  as  possible,  a  strong  healthy 
body,  intelligent  attitudes  toward  health  and  wholesome 
health  habits. 

4.  To  secure  for  each  child,  as  far  as  possible,  a  formal  education 
through   twelve   grades. 

5.  To  develop  in   each  child  full   capacity   in   speech-reading. 

6.  To  develop  in  each  child,  as  far  as  possible,  capacity  to  use 
normal    speech. 

If  children  are  physically  strong  and  well  developed,  they 
should  enter  school  as  early  as  possible;  that  is,  as  soon  as 
they  appear  to  be  sufficiently  matured  to  live  under  the 
conditions  of  dormitory  life  at  the  School.  Beginning  in  the 
fall  of  1954  children  were  entered  at  the  age  of  five  years. 
There  is  a  compulsory  attendance  law  in  North  Carolina. 
General  Statutes,  115-130,  which  requires  that  the  parents  of 
every  "deaf  child"  of  school  age  place  them  in  school.  The 
interpretation  put  upon  the  term  "deaf  child"  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  whether  a  child  shall  be  admitted  to  this 
School  or  shall  remain  in  attendance  at  a  public  school  is 
whether,  in  the  opinion  of  his  teachers  in  the  public  school,  he 
can  do  satisfactory  work  there;  if  his  work  is  unsatisfactory, 
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and  the  cause  appears  to  be  loss  of  hearing,  the  principal  of  the 
public  school  may  dismiss  him  from  that  school;  the  parents 
of  such  a  child  must  then,  under  Law,  enter  him  in  the 
School  for  the  Deaf  immediately. 

Teaching  the  deaf  child  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the 
most  difficult  eduational  processes  known.  For  a  normal 
child,  approximately  eighty  percent  of  all  knowledge  is  as- 
similated through  the  ear  up  to  the  age  of  12  years.  With 
this  in  mind,  it  is  easy  to  realize  the  tremendous  educational 
handicap  of  deafness.  A  full  year  of  special  training  is  nec- 
essary for  all  teachers  for  developing  speech  and  language 
in  the  deaf  child.  It  requires  very  special  techniques  and 
procedures. 

The  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  has  a  Training 
Program  for  Teachers,  and  as  a  result  has  a  full  staff  of 
trained  teachers. 

Custcdial  care  of  deaf  children  is  made  more  difficult 
because  a  house  parent  cannot  communicate  with  a  group  of 
deaf  children  through  auditory,  verbal  communication.  A 
visual  or  physical  contact  must  be  made  before  communica- 
tion can  be  made.  This  fact  makes  caring  for  the  deaf  a  heavy 
responsibility.  It  requires  a  dedicated,  energetic  person  who 
is  alert  to  dangers,  for  he  must  furnish  the  hearing  for  the 
whole  group.  Great  care  is  taken  in  selecting  a  house  parent. 

There  is  a  school  fee  of  $25.00  per  year  to  cover  school 
supplies,  clothing  repair  and  other  incidential  expenses.  The 
parents  must  also  furnish  clothes  and  transportation.  If  par- 
ents are  in  indigent  circumstances,  they  may  apply  to  the 
County  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  severely  mentally  retarded  deaf  cannot  be  admitted; 
the  school  program  is  for  only  the  educable.  The  School  offi- 
cials determine  whether  they  consider  a  child  educable.  This 
is  usually  done  by  a  temporary  trial  enrollment. 

The  School  does  not  have  a  field  agent,  so  field  work  is 
done  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.

Superintendent's  Report 

As  Superintendent  of  the  North  Carolina  School  for  the 
Deaf,  I  herewith  submit  the  Thirty-fifth  Biennial  report  for 
this  school  which  was  established  in  1894  at  Morganton. 

This  thirty-fifth  biennium  is  characterized  by  a  giant  ad- 
vance in  the  improvement  of  the  existing  buildings  and 
grounds  and  the  addition  of  a  boys'  new  dormitory  which  was 
put  in  use  in  the  fall  of  1959.  This  addition  enabled  the  school 
to  move  the  boys  out  of  the  north  wing  of  Main  Building,  and 
make  Main  Building,  an  all  girls'  dormitory.  Money  was  re- 
quested of  the  1959  Legislature  to  make  renovations  in  the 
girls'  dcrmitory,  so  that  it  would  be  more  pleasant  and  more 
functional. 

Curb  and  guttering  on  the  campus  has  added  greatly  to  the 
looks  and  provides  easier  maintance  of  walks  and  roadways. 
All  important  roadways  have  been  black-topped  and  are  in 
excellent  condition. 

The  Teachers  Training  Program  provided  the  School  with 
trained  teachers  throughout  the  biennium.  Few  schools  have 
adequately  trained  teachers,  so  this  was  a  noteworthy  accom- 
plishment. 

The  enrollment  reached  500  which  rates  the  school  as  one 
of  the  three  largest  in  the  United  States.  Capacity  is  con- 
sidered 525,  which  will  be  reached  in  two  years. 

The  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Adimnistration  recom- 
mended to  the  Adivsory  Budget  Commission  in  1960  that  a 
new  Eastern  School  for  the  Deaf,  be  considered. 

The  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  is  rated  high 
nationally  and  has  an  excellent  record  on  preparing  students 
for  college  and  for  employment. 

I  consider  it  an  honor  to  serve  the  state  and  the  deaf  of 
North  Carolina.

HOUSEHOLD  LIFE 

Household  life  is  an  area  for  which  dedicated  employees 
are  hardest  to  find.  The  hours  are  long,  and  the  position  is 
confining.  Living  in  is  required  which  limits  the  number  of 
applicants.  Men  are  especially  difficult  to  find,  since  most  are 
married  and  cannot  live  in  the  dormitory. 

Child  care  problems  are  numerous,  however,  with  im- 
proved facilities  and  added  night  houseparents,  the  overall 
child  care  has  improved  greatly  in  this  binnium.  With  current 
renovations,  improvement  should  continue. 

A  Dean  of  Students,  as  a  department  head  for  all  house- 
holds and  students  is  recommended.  More  guidance  for  the 
household  personnel  is  needed,  and  such  a  person  would  be 
in  a  position  to  give  it. 

Progress  is  being  made,  and  more  is  needed.  A  48  hour 
work  week  would  be  a  great  help  in  recruiting  higher  type 
household  personnel. 

DIETARY 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  dietary  department  to  serve  students 
and  staff  a  well-balanced  diet  which  will  come  within  the 
budget,  and  to  serve  it  in  an  appetizing  manner  in  pleasant 
surroundings.  Because  of  reasonable  increase  in  the  food 
budget  to  take  care  of  price  advances,  the  school  has  been 
able  to  accomDlish  this  aim. 


HEALTH 

The  School's  Health  Program  and  the  Infirmary  are  under 
the  general  supervision  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Patton,  Jr.,  a  Pediatri- 
cian. Under  his  supervision  advancement  has  been  made  and 
the  care  of  sick  children  has  improved  greatly. 

Two  wings  for  the  Infirmary  were  requested  in  1959,  and 
the  request  was  denied.  However,  $14,000  was  appropriated 
for  modernizing  bathrooms,  the  electrical  system,  plumbing 
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and  for  vinyl  asbestos  tile  on  the  floors,  this  will  help  great- 
ly in  the  care  of  children. 

The  1959  Legislature  added  one  maid,  so  that  the  building 
is  now  better  kept,  and  the  nurses  have  more  time  to  do  their 
duties. 

Dr.  Ralph  Coffey  is  the  School  Dentist  and  takes  care  of 
emergency  work.  Dr.  B.  W.  Armstrong  is  the  Consulting 
Otologist,  and  makes  an  annual  visit,  examining  children  with 
E.  N.  T.  problems  and  all  new  children. 

All  parents  receive  the  following  notice  regarding  medical 
care  in  a  general  letter  sent  to  them  by  the  superintndent: 

We  have  a  school  infimary  and  care  for  minor 
sickness;  there  is  no  extra  charge  to  parents  for  this 
service.  Prescriptions  or  specially  prescribed  drugs 
must  be  paid  for  by  parents.  If  it  is  necessary  to  send 
a  child  to  the  town  hospital,  parents  must  take  care 
of  his  bill  while  there.  Bills  incurred  because  of  inju- 
ries sustained  while  playing  football,  or  other  games 
which  necessitate  special  hospital,  doctor's  care  or 
special  drugs,  etc.,  must  be  paid  by  parents.  If  you 
do  not  wish  your  child  to  play  certain  games,  please 
advise  the  Superintendent  in  writing,  otherwise  he 
will  not  be  barred  from  any  school  play  or  games. 

If  parents  are  financially  unable  to  have  all  neces- 
sarry  dental  work  done  for  the  child,  to  have  eyes 
examined  and  glasses  fitted,  if  needed,  the  should  ask 
for  Welfare  aid.  Keep  in  mind  we  have  neither  funds, 
or  facilities  to  have  dental  work  done  here,  or  have 
glasses  fitted.  These  things  must  be  done  before  the 
child  comes  to  school.  If  tonsils  and  adenoids  need  re- 
moving, this  must  be  done  before  the  child  comes  to 
school. 

FARM 

The  farm  is  under  management  of  Mr.  Dan  F.  Cameron. 
The  farm  furnished  adequate  milk  for  the  school.  Pork  pro- 
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duction  was  sold  on  foot  for  farm  revenue.  Pork  production 
was  curtailed,  for  student  population  is  young,  and  only 
limited  pork  can  be  used.  The  institution  found  that  selling 
the  hogs  and  buying  selected  pork  cuts  suitable  for  children 
was  better  management  than  butcheing  the  hogs  and  having 
waste. 

Due  to  a  9  calendar  consumption  of  milk  and  other  farm 
products,  it  is  recommended  that  a  study  be  made  as  to  the 
advisability  of  continued  farm  operations  at  the  North  Caro- 
lina School  for  the  Deaf.  Combining  the  farm  operation  at  the 
North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  with  Broughton  Hospital 
may  be  economically  wise. 

The  dairy  herd  continues  to  be  outstanding  with  a  100 
percent  registered  herd. 

LAUNDRY 

The  Laundry  serves  all  students,  and  staff  members  who 
desire  to  pay  for  laundry  service  at  the  school  laundry.  Some 
student  help  is  used,  and  this  serves  two  purposes:  (1)  trains 
students  in  laundry  work,  and  (2)  helps  reduce  the  cost  of 
operation  of  the  laundry. 

The  1959  Legislature  granted  some  much  needed  modern 
equipment  for  the  laundry,  and  Mr.  C.  L.  Street,  head  of  that 
department,  says  this  has  made  the  work  easier,  and  enabled 
him  to  run  the  laundry  more  efficiently.
